3. EKM Halberetadt. Ina guptaeee 1952 this plant turned out oh Junkers airplane wt 
engines, 800 hp., type 205d, water cooled. ‘They were shipped to the Képenick 
yacht works and to Stralsund ,veportedly for use in marine craft. Some of the 
pacts for these engines came frém a works at Nordhausen and were only assembled 
at; Halberstadt. Many skilled worknen from the former Junkers works are now 
enployed at Halberstadt. 


h, Geterlebébau Wetzel » Leipzig. This plant is turning out about 80 heavy gears ° 
monthly. Production of light and medium gears in September 1952 amounted to 
L137, not including continuous chain drives and parts that were delivered to |-~ 
Krupp-Gruson and to Poelysius at Dessau, Items for turbine construction were — 
fabricated cutside the regular production prograr and were delivered to Dresden.

Meyer & Weichelt Steel Works, Leipzig. About 17,000 chain links were produced, 
in July 1952, and 150 to 200 axle shafts, mostly heavy axles up to 2.5 meters 
long. Parts for an electric steel furnace were delivered to the Auerheammer 
Halbzeugwerk at Aue, for installation there. This plant already has four fur- 
nases making castings for mortar shells. 


VEB Sichsische Edelstahlhérterei, Leipzig. About 80 tons of hardened steel 
hethe were delivered in July 1952, from the Dampfhammerwerk Grossenhain, the VVB 
Gemko( sic’ f Leipzig, and a plant at Weimar. About 120 to 130 tons of erank- 
shafts and other parts for motor vehicles were heat treated.
